Independent claims 1 and 36 and there dependent claims 2-6, 8-10, 37-41, 43-45 
are allowed based on DECISION ON APPEAL and the closes prior art references of 
Geer (US 5,930,778) in view of Gruenwald (US 6,457,006) in any combination failed to 
teach or render obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, discarding the second item 
sequence numbers such that the second records are indexable according to the first 
item sequence number, wherein the second records and the digital images (record) are 
linked to the records by the first item sequence number.
